hav e started a campaign with 
the slogan: “No taxes, if no set­ 
tlem ent.” This mov ement recalls 
th a t in the campaign preceding 
the last general election, De Va­ 
lera’s party promised the fa rm ­ 
ers relief from the land indem- 
nitis.
